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2. Independent Claims 15 and 16 relate to a method of (and claim 19 to an apparatus for) providing a safety 
guard member for the edge of a fixed horizontal surface wherein the guard member is inserted into a slot or is 
retained in an extruded channel which is considered to comprise a second "special technical feature. 

3. Independent Claim 17 relates to a method of providing a safety guard member for the edge of a fixed 
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or US 5733022A (Whetstone) a posteriori . Claim group 23 also lacks novelty in the light of common general 
knowledge in the relevant art. 
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
